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VISITORS AT NEXT WEEK’S BRITISH INDUSTRIES 
FAIR WILL SEE— 


ORE than 3,000 firms will be showing their wares at the 28th 
British Industries Fair which opens in London and Birming- 
ham on Monday and will close at 4 p.m. on Friday, May 13. 

In eleven days half a million people are expected to cover the 25 
niles of gangways flanking exhibition stands which occupy nearly a 
nillion square feet. Among them will be trade buyers from a 
hundred different lands, on whose verdict the success of the British 
xport drive must depend. 


Buyers from Many Countries 


Acceptances reaching the Commercial Relations and Exports 
Department of the Board of Trade indicate that the Fair will attract 
t least three times the pre-war attendance of trade buyers from the 

nited States, and already intimation of attendance has been 
eceived from more Canadian buyers than last year. Returns from 
pouth Africa are picking up after a disappointing start. Both 
Australia and India promise a record attendance, and visitors from 


qpouth America will include a large Argentinian contingent. Sweden 


olland, Belgium, France and Switzerland are thought to be sending 
bout a thousand buyers each. A flying boat has been chartered to 

bring 34 business men from Hong Kong. 

Many travellers from distant lands began the journey over a month 
go. Several hundreds more will arrive later by air. Their special 
hterests, according to preliminary requests for information made to 
he Board of Trade, range over the whole field of the Fair. The 

atgest group of buyers wish to see textiles and clothing ; there is 

great interest in all varieties of machinery, and especially electrical 

Products. Building materials, chemicals, leather goods, jewellery, 
tlery and clocks all figure prominently in the advance enquiries. 


inest Products on Show 


To say that Britain’s manufacturers will put their case with 
Cor fidence is an understatement. Very many applications for space 
t the Fair had regretfully to be turned down, or severely limited as 


to size. In every section there has been intense competition among 
exhibitors to display the finest products, to reduce costs, to meet 
especial overseas requirements, and to shorten delivery dates. 

Exhibitors are fully conscious of the value of the Fair as a launching 
place for new products, which are again entered in an exciting 
variety. In many instances senior executives are themselves man- 
ning the stands, taking no chances of having their wares inadequately 
presented to potential customers. 

For months past news about the Fair has been circulated in 33 
languages, in millions of words reaching out to all overseas terri- 
tories. Posters, advertisements and invitation cards ; photographs, 
broadcasta, feature articles and news items have effectively sign- 
posted the path to Britain. This is a never-ending job ; during the 
course of the 1949 Fair an announcement will be made as to the last 
dates for reserving space in that of 1950, and the cycle of publicity 
will begin again before the gates close. 


Enquiry Bureaux 


The Board of Trade will staff enquiry bureaux at all three centres 
of the Fair, where buyers and exhibitors can obtain information 
about the various regulations affecting export trade, and in particular 
details of import restrictions, invoicing requirements, certificates of 
origin and other essential documentation. Officers of the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department will be available to supply informa- 
tion about guarantees offered by the Department to exporters of 
goods wholly or partly made in the United Kingdom. 

Large parties from factories are expected among the public who 
will be admitted to the London sections of the Fair, at Olympia and 
Earls Court, all day on Wednesday, May 4, Saturday, May 7, and 
Wednesday, May 11 ; and to Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, each 
day from 2 to 6 p.m., all day on Saturday, May 7, and from 2 to 4 
p-m. on the closing day. 

Incidentally, all visitors are asked to note that the curtain comes 
down on the Fair at 4 o’clock on May 13. Last year there were 
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some would-be buyers, both in London and Birmingham, 
arrived too late. _ 





At Earls Court 











The biggest section of the Fair is this year devoted to textiles, 
over three hundred British manufacturers will occupy 118,000 
feet of space in the textile and clothing display at Earls Court, J ; 
will be the largest display of its kind ever offered under one roof 
will be notable not for size alone, but for the unique range of mates 
styles and designs to be presented. About half the space will be 
up by piece-goods, furnishing fabrics and domestic textiles, ag

The display will reflect the industry’s inventiveness and exte 
market research into the needs of other nations. For example. 
Irish Linen Guild will show table linens especially made in the col 
and designs most favoured by hostesses in the United States 
ivy, shamrock and classical scroll patterns. There will be news 
of suiting cloth made to South American taste. A world demar 
hundreds of different types of linen handkerchiefs is to be m 
the display of a range which extends from the cobweb-fine, delicatly 
corded specimens popular with New Yorkers to elaborately emby 
dered styles favoured in Latin countries. 

An individual exhibitor will show sports shirts based on the 
Commonwealth countries and styled with full-length skirts, 
them is a three-quarter length play shirt designed for wear eith 
inside or outside the trouser band ; others in combinations of finey 
or cotton, or in rayon material, boast bold cowboy checks in brig

Visitors will see a special type of cotton sheet, made for cook 
climates, which is ‘“‘ warm to the touch.’’

is a fine lightweight cotton, completely self-sealing against water 
penetration by the swelling of its own fibres on becoming wet. 

Leather goods, which were the focal point of last year’s show at 
Earls Court, will again be strongly featured by 120 exhibitors. ‘There 
will be ample evidence of the care taken by manufacturers over the past 
twelve months to meet overseas requirements, especially those of 
North America in the realm of luggage. ‘‘ Glamour cases ’’ fitted 
with make-up accessories are likely to attract attention, and so are 
handbags in modern styling. ‘There are new fashion shoes in all the 
standard colours of calf and suede, as well as in delicate pastel shades. 
Protective boots for wear in mining or heavy industry will provide a 
Contrast, and there will be famous British children’s shoes in the best 
and softest leathers. 

Visitors to the pottery section at Earls Court may again notice the 
absence of some of the better-known manufacturers—actually a 
healthy sign, because firms’ order books are so full that they would be 
embarrassed by the new flow of orders. For all that, increasing output 
in the past year has made it possible to speed up delivery dates in some 
classes of ware. Displays will include traditional patterns and some 


entirely new and beautiful ranges, including silver lustre half-pint 
mugs designed by Keith Murray. 

Biscuits and sweets, made in accordance with ancient recipes but 
ingeniously packed by modern methods to withstand extremes of 
climate, will be featured in the foodstuffs and beverages section at 
Earls Court. Famous brewers will show their beverages, and among 
the soft drinks is a children’s orange juice with a guaranteed content of 
vitamin C. Canned herrings will appear in some variety—herrings 
canned fresh and without condiment, those in tomato puree, and 
herrings split and cured (when, of course, they become kippers !). 

The sales service section in the same building is prepared to offer 
advice on canning or packaging for all parts of the world. A new type 
of cardboard container has metal ends and the inside is coated with 
wax. Another is transparent, to keep the product (it is designed for 
packing biscuits) in public view. A manufacturer of glass caps for 
fruit bottling has conducted research in many countries overseas with 
a view to producing caps to fit their standard jars. 

The results of a quiet but steady revolution in design will be 
apparent in the furniture section, particularly in laminated construc- 
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tion, which combines great strength with uncommon lightness and 
makes possible an emphasis on grace and elegance reminiscent of the 
Georgian era. Typical of this development will be a dining room 
suite in which resin-bonded lamination interweaves Honduras 
mahogany and Canadian betula. The chairs in this suite embody a 
new principle of construction in which the back legs and top rails are 
in one continuous form, the side rails and front legs in another. The 
seats are upholstered in pigskin. 

Soft furnishings will include fabrics incorporating nylon and rayon 
yarns, and their design will show a distinct return to graciousness. 
Stylized floral motifs and period designs take the place of the abstract. 
Jacobean printed linens will vie for popularity with traditional English 
chintzes. 'To some of them has been applied the new “ Everglaze ”’ 
process, which enables them to be washed without deterioration and 
without the need for re-calendering. 


From the Commonwealth 


The only products at the Fair not made in the United Kingdom will 
be shown in the Commonwealth Group at Earls Court, where 10,000 
square feet will be devoted to displays by Canada, Ceylon, Cyprus, 
Hong Kong, India, Jamaica, Malaya, Malta, Mauritius, Mysore, 
Pakistan, Seychelles, Trinidad and Tobago, and the Windward 
Islands. 

Canada’s stand will interpret the flow of consumer goods from 
Britain to Canada, illustrate the buying habits of Canadians, and 
consumer needs in different parts of the country. A model of a tin 
dredge will be featured in the Malayan exhibit, and Cyprus will show 
its asbestos and pyrites, essential oils and spices, lace and locust beans. 
Malta’s sturdy industry will be examplified in a display of footwear, 
lace, toys and false teeth. 

A composite exhibit on the Hong Kong stand will represent ship- 
building repairs, textile production, light metal industries and the 
port’s extensive facilities for forwarding, banking and insurance. 
Ceylon will show gems, as well as her major export commodities of 
tea, rubber, copra, coconut oil, desiccated coconut and coir goods. 
Fragrant on the Mysore stand will be sandalwood, oil, incense sticks, 
silks and druggets. 





At Olympia 











The value of exhibits in the jewellery, clocks, cutlery and silverware 
section at Olympia is computed at over a million pounds. There will 
be 175 individual standholders and about 100 composite displays. 
Clocks and watches will predominate, and will demonstrate the 
vitality of Britain’s horological factories, many of them new since 
the war. 


The Thinking Clock 


Among the novelties to be shown is the “ thinking clock,’’ which 
switches on an electric blanket before the user retires and auto- 
matically switches it off when the bed is warmed, turns out a reading 
lamp as one drifts off to sleep, and turns on the radio for a predeter- 
mined programme. Another clock is an electric alarm which will 
automatically re-set the bell for each day, with a cut-out for week-ends. 
There will be watches with cases of gold, silver, nickel, chrome and 
stainless steel, including a waterproof model watch with a steel back 
that stands up to a pressure of 10 Ibs. a square inch. 

The work of leading silversmiths will be featured in modern table- 
ware and antique reproductions, alike characterized by integrity and a 
high standard of craftsmanship. Among the exhibits will be examples 
of hand-chased work on tea and coffee sets ; hand-painted enamel 
work on silver powder-compacts ; powder bowls and cigarette cases, 
and the best in cutlery, spoons and forks made in sterling silver, 
E.P.N.S. and nickel silver. 

At present three-quarters of British silverware is being exported, 
and the silversmiths will show how cleverly they are adapting their 
wares to overseas markets while retaining the: finest traditions, 
guaranteed by hallmark, of their ancient English craft. 


Anodized Aluminium Ware 


Anodized aluminium ware is becoming increasingly popular in its 
beautiful new shades of gold, pastel blue, cyclamen and jade. Among 
the articles made from it there will be shown flower vases, trays, fruit 
sets, fluted bowls, tea trolleys and cocktail buffets. They are mostly 
hand-made, and polished to a mirror finish. 


These novelties will 
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be a feature of the fancy goods section at Olympia, where there wij 
also be shown a fascinating selection of dress ornaments and 
jewellery—a new field for British manufacturers and one which hay 
been enthusiastically cultivated since the war by keen young designe, 
Plastics will be strongly featured in this section of the Fair, 
are playing an important part in the manufacture of fancy goods 
ranging from lampshades and tableware to hair slides and 0 
buttons. New plastic powders are moulded in transparent shades of 
ruby, sapphire and clear crystal. Some are really unbreakable, 
There will be fancy goods of historical interest, such as vases, bowls 
= ashtrays made from the stone and wood of famous buildings an4 
ships. 


A Remarkable Model 


Afremarkable exhibit at the chemicals section at Olympia will be, 
model reproduction of the entire Fair—all three centres—to a scale of 
one-eighth of an inch to a foot. This model is complete down to the 
name of the exhibitor on each individual stand. It has been made by 
the Shell Chemical Manufacturing Co. Ltd. to show how almost every 
participant in the Fair relies to some extent on chemicals. There yi 
be displays of the wide range of chemical products now being obtained 
from petroleum at plants newly built in Britain. One of the four firms 
concerned aims to produce in this way 70 different chemicals which 
will constitute the raw materials for paints and varnishes, plastics,

dyestuffs, detergents, drugs, anaesthetics, pharmaceuticals, special 
fuels, and other essentials to modern life. 

An instrument which will measure 100th part of 20,000ths of an inch 
while steel is passing through a rolling mill at 1,000 feet a minute wil 
be shown in the scientific instruments section. Here, too, will be seen 
new diamond-impregnated optical lens grinding laps which are selling 
rapidly in America, where the home-made product is four times the 
price. A constant temperature bath to be shown has, on test, prove 
to be ten times more accurate than any other commercial bath maie 
anywhere in the world. A new process makes it possible to coats 
glass surface with a transparent layer having sufficient electric con 
ductivity to heat the glass without impairing transparency. 

In the same section will be seen a device which brings talking films 
within the scope of amateur cine enthusiasts. For the first time its 
also possible, with this new development of tape-recording, to provide 
sound tracks for 8 mm. films. The device consists of a simple attach 
ment for cinema projectors which takes a length of thin cellulose tapt 
coated on one side with a powdered iron compound. The tape is mu 
through the projector at the same time as the film. Using a micro 
phone, the amateur can record a sound commentary or dialogue 0 
introduce music from a radio-gramophone. The sound track can thea 
be played back immediately. 


An entirely new British export industry to be featured at Olympit F 


is the production of artificial radioactive isotopes for use in industry, 
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icine and research. Grouped around the central atomic exhibits 


will be examples of scientific measuring instruments recently developed 
in connection with atomic energy research at Harwell. 

Among the exhibits in the radio and musical instruments section at 
Olympia, visitors may inspect a complete wireless transmitter-receiver 
station, weighing only 14 lb., which will allow even the lightest of 
private and club aeroplanes to enjoy ground-to-air radio communica- 
tion. This installation, operated by a 12-volt battery, has been 
designed to meet the anticipated demand, already foreshadowed by the 
International Civil Aviation Organization, for full radio facilities in 
every type of aircraft. ‘The set has a range, under normal conditions, 
of 20 miles at 500 feet, and of 66 miles at 10,000 feet. 

There will be a new bass drum which can at once be tuned to a 
different note by means of a pedal. Of a pipeless organ it is claimed 
that it is the first of its kind to provide a complete range of the necessary 
harmonics in pure tones. There will be a new 5 ft. 8 inch baby grand 
piano which, by a special method of stringing, obtains a volume and 
tone quality previously found only in a much larger instrument. 





Birmingham 











Over a thousand exhibitors—a record number—will welcome 
visitors to Castle Bromwich, where four main trade groups will be 
housed—hardware, building, and heating, electricity and engineering. 
Each of these groups has not only its own entrance, but also its own 
buffets, dining rooms and cloak rooms, thus saving the buyer much 
unnecessary walking. ‘The stands themselves are sited rather like 
shops on a street, on each side of 16 feet wide avenues. 

Electric cookers specially designed for export wil! have a prominent 
place in the domestic section of the electrical exhibits. A notable new 
one has an oven with top and bottom elements separately controlled, 
three or four boiling plates and either a flush plinth or a heated draw- 
out hot chamber at the bottom. There will be a number of refrigera- 
tors, streamlined and with interchangeable parts. The development 
of the frozen food industry in Britain has also stimulated the produc- 
tion of a variety of storage cabinets. 

A Birmingham firm will show a high-speed ‘‘ mechanical dentist ”’ 
for saws. It is completely self-contained, cuts teeth on hand saws, 
strips saw blades, and has a 2-speed motor to drive the rams at either 
150 or 300 strokes a minute. 

In the building section will be seen an expanding kitchen which the 
housewife can build up from units to almost any size or shape required 
tofitherhome. Each unit is of standard depth and height and, when 
fitted against the other units, a continuous work-top is provided with a 
streamlined finish. Anti-dust features and swept-in fronts to give the 
housewife more knee-room are incorporated along with novel devices 
to ease the housewife’s task. Interesting devices include an anti- 
splash fitment on the sink, a crumb-strainer over the waste-pipe, and 
mixing valves on taps to give water of any desired temperature. 

Among the bigger machines is a mobile pneumatic grass drier which 
will dry six hundredweight of grass in about an hour. In the same 
section can be seen automatically supplied drinking pools, mechanical 
manure sprayers, and milking pumps. ‘There will be a new sprayer 
specially designed for dealing with fires in brush and scrub, and a 
compressed air power blower for spraying farm plants. A new hop- 
picking machine was unfortunately found too large to display at Castle 
Bromwich, but the makers are arranging facilities for those interested 
to see it in action. 

The British Gas Council will present an exhibit called ‘ Gas 
Speeds Production.”’ It will demonstrate important industrial pro- 
cesses and display typical gas appliances, many of them for the first 
time. Among the interesting processes thus covered will be manipula- 
tive glass working by means of a cunningly contrived furnace, high 
— gas heating, infra-red drying by a mobile gas unit, and immersion 

eating. 
A London firm will demonstrate a new system of stud-welding 
aluminium alloy, which has hitherto been regarded as impossible. 
The same firm is showing what it describes as the first machine-tool 
stud welder ever produced. 


A Television Development 


Another feature of the Birmingham show will be the world’s first 
public demonstration of a television transmission on the 625 line 








system. This exhibit will give practical support to the claim by British 
manufacturers that they can provide television equipment for any 
required standard of definition, and are not confined to our 405 line 
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system, although that is considered in the United Kingdom to be the 
most efficient in relation to cost and ether space. 

Among the mining plant to be shown at Birmingham are a floating 
screen and a laboratory separator, both being shown for the first time. 
The floating screen uses an entirely new type of suspension for the 
screen body which is completely isolated from the supporting structure 
by large bonded springs. Of the separator it is claimed that it can 
classify material of 75 to 80 per cent. fineness passing 200 or 325 mesh. 
A swing hammer pulverizor to reduce limestone for agricultural

purposes can be set to reduce friable materials to products between 
2 inch and 100 mesh. Mining engineers who tend to regard steel 
ropes as exclusive to their own field will nevertheless be interested in 
an exhibit devoted to tapered steel cables nearly five miles long used 
in recent oceanographic surveys. 

Arrangements have been made for buyers to use air links to make 
speedy connections between the London sections of B.I.F. at Earls 
Court and Olympia and the Castle Bromwich section at Birmingham. 

Three airlines will operate between Croydon, Hendon and Castle 
Bromwich airfields on each day of the Fair except Saturday, May 7 and 
Sunday, May 8. 

A fourth airline will link Cardiff with Castle Bromwich. 


Exhibition of Design and Wallpaper 


AN exhibition of Design and Wallpaper by the Wall Paper Manufac- 
turers Limited, was opened by Mr. S. Gordon Russell, Director of the 
Council of Industrial Design, at the Colour Design and Style Centre 
of the Cotton Board, 19 York Street, Manchester, 2, on Tuesday. 

The exhibition is the 46th to be held at the Colour Design and Style 
Centre, and the first to deal with the work of an industry which is not 
directly concerned either with cotton or the production of textiles. 
The wallpaper industry and the textile industry must work closely if 
either is to provide the right materials for British and overseas homes. 
By staging an exhibition of wallpapers, the Centre believes that it can 
give the textile industry a picture of the work being carried out in 
another field, a field which is complementary to its own. Wallpapers, 
furnishing fabrics, furniture, pottery and carpets all go into the same 
homes. They must reflect similar design themes and must support 
each other and bear out signs of the same trends. This exhibition 
gives a picture of the work of a large section of the wallpaper industry 
to-day. ‘There are inexpensive papers, available on the home market, 
which are suited to the small four-roomed house ; expensive flock 
designs and huge strongly coloured patterns designed for large 
American homes and hotels. 

Many of the papers contain design themes and colour treatments 
which will be of definite interest to textile manufacturers and to design 
students but, in addition, these papers are being linked with fabrics to 
show how a fabric and a wallpaper can assist each other in presenting 
a coherent and attractive setting. With the papers and fabrics a 
number of carpets are being shown, and there is furniture by several 
of the best known British designers. The colours which are being 
particularly stressed in the wallpapers are the dark greens and rich 
maroons being widely used in the United States of America to-day. 

The exhibition is open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on weekdays, 10 a.m. 
to 12 noon on Saturdays, and will close on May 14. 
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New Record Exports and Imports in March 


HE value of United Kingdom exports in March was £160-0 

million, £0-7 million above the January record and £19:2 million 

higher than in February. Imports were also a record at £189-9 
million, £2-7 million above the January peak and £27-9 million above 
the February figure. Re-exports amounted to £59 million ; the 
excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports (f.o.b.) was thus 
£24-0 million compared with £22-9 million in January and only 
£16-9 million in February. 

March this year contained the maximum possible number of work- 
ing days (27) while January had 26 and February only 24. Ona daily 
basis the rate of export in March was 1 per cent. higher than in 
February, but 3 per cent. lower than in January. The following table 
shows the value, in £ million, of exports in each of the last twelve 
months, adjusted to a normal working month of 26 days :—

Allowing for the rise in prices since 1938 the volume of exports in 
the first quarter is provisionally estimated at 156 per cent. of the 
average of the earlier year, compared with 147 per cent. in the fourth 
quarter and 138 in the third quarter of last year. The provisional 
figure for March (162 per cent.) is the same as for January and compares 
with 143 per cent. in February. Allowing for the different number of 
working days, on a daily basis the quantity of goods exported was 4 per 
cent. lower than in January, but slightly more than in February. 


Exports in March 


The value of exports of manufactured goods was £140-6 million 
compared with £123-7 million in February and £140-7 million in 
January. Compared with January there was some falling off in 
exports of metal goods offset by higher values of textiles. 

Exports of metal goods were valued at £78-7 million, £9-7 million 


higher than in February, although still £2-0 million below the Jan 
peak. Most of the reduction compared with January was in te 
machinery group which showed a fall of £1-9 million to £23-9 milli

The number of car units exported (22 47) 
has only been exceeded once, in April last year, and exports of Cm 
mercial vehicles and chassis (8,395) reached a new record : the 
number of argicultural tractors exported (7,975) was, however ‘eh 
well below the record January figure. The value of ships and boats 
exported fell to £2-7 million compared with £3-2 million in Febry 
and £4-1 million in January. =f 

After showing only a small reduction between January and February 
(from £32-0 million to £30-3 million), the value of textile exports ros. 
again in March to £34-7 million. Cotton yarns and manufacture 
reached the very high figure of £15-9 million compared with £138 
million in January and £13-4 million in February, the major increase 
over the earlier months being in exports of piece-goods which in. 
creased to 90 million square yards, valued at £10-7 million. Woollen 
yarns and manufactures recovered from the low February figure to 
£9-5 million—the same as in January—and for each of the remaining 
textiles groups exports were higher than in either of the earlier months, 

Exports of other manufactured goods amounted to £27:2 million 
still £0-8 million below the January figure. Exports of pottery, glass. 
ware, etc. (£4°7 million) exceeded those in January, but for chemicals 
(£7°6 million) and for miscellaneous manufactures (£7-4 million) the 
January figure was not reached. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco (£9-1 million) were £0-9 million 
higher than in January and £1-9 million above the February figure. 
The quantity of coal exported (945,000 tons) was lower than in either 
January or February, but the total value of exports of raw materials 
(£6-5 million) equalled the average for the first two months of the year.

Imports of food, drink and tobacco (£75-1 million) were slightly 
below the average for the first two months of the year, but for both raw 
materials (£65-8 million) and manufactured goods (£47:2 million) the 
March figure showed a substantial increase. 

Imports of grain and flour (£14-6 million) were the lowest for over a 
year but for meat (£9-1 million), fresh fruit and vegetables (£8-6 
million) and for beverages and cocoa preparations (£13-0 million) 
imports in March were above the January-February average. Among 
raw materials the most important increase was for cotton, imports of 
which amounted to £14-4 million compared with £8-3 million in 
February and £9-9 million in January. Imports of manufactured oils 
(mainly petroleum) were valued at £12-6 million compared with £9°5 
million in February and £11-3 million in January, while for non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures March imports (£8-4 million) were 
about a third above the January-February average. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on April 25.{ The table on page 871 shows summary 
figures for British exports and retained imports. 


Trade in the Quarter 


The total value of exports of metal goods in the quarter was £228-3 
million, one-tenth higher than in the fourth quarter of last year. Most 
of the increase was accounted for by the two largest groups, machinery 
and vehicles, but in each of the others exports were also higher than

Exports to the United States, 
however, fell heavily during the quarter and totalled 2,377 compared 
with 8,649 in the preceding three months ; exports to Canada also 
fell though the March figure (1,747) was high. 

The number of commercial vehicles and chassis exported (23,349) 
was 12 per cent. above the previous quarter’s record and agricultural 
tractors rose by nearly a fifth to a new record. Exports of motwoi 
cycles were only slightly below the high fourth quarter figure and those 
of pedal cycles were 18 per cent. above the record established in the 
preceding three months. 

Shipments of locomotives and parts were much the same as in the 
previous quarter, the increase in the total value of railway rolling stock 
exported (from £671 million to £7:2 million) being partly due to very 
large exports of carriages in January. 

The quantity of iron and steel exported (573,000 tons) was much the 
same as in the preceding quarter, a small reduction for finished goods 
being offset by an increase for rolling mill products. Exports of 
aluminium and manufactures were slightly lower than the high fourth 
quarter level, but both brass and copper manufactures were higher. 
Shipments of both electric wire and cable and of telegraph and 
telephone equipment just exceeded those in the fourth quarter.

Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures amounted to £43-0 
million compared with £39-2 million in the previous quarter and 
£25-7 million a year earlier. The quantity of yarn rose by one-third 
and of piece-goods by one-tenth, both reaching the highest figures 
since 1940, For all types of piece-goods there were substantial 
increases, most of the principal markets taking bigger quantities ; 
India and Pakistan together took well over one-third of total yarn 
exported. 


Exports of wool tops were rather lower than in the fourth quarter, 
but yarn exports continued to rise and were nearly twice as much as in 
the corresponding period last year. Exports of woven woollen and 
worsted tissues reached a new post-war record well above the 1938 
average and nearly up to the average for 1937. ‘The increase over the 
fourth quarter was shared by each of the four leading markets—Canada 
South Africa, United States and Australia. Exports of rayon piece- 
goods were also a record—17 per cent. above the fourth quarter figure ;

Distribution of Trade in January and February 


The first table below shows the progress of the trade of the United 
Kingdom in recent periods, distinguishing those countries which ar 
particularly important as markets or sources of supply. In the second 
table is shown the visible balance of trade with these countries. The 
figures are derived from the Trade and Navigation Accounts in whith 
imports are valued c.i.f. and exports f.o.b. ; 

The value of total imports fell from £187-2 million in January ® 
£162-0 million in February. There were falls for most of the mai 
areas, imports from the Argentine Republic declining by as — 
£5-0 million to £9-0 million, but from Canada and Newfoundlan 
they rose from £14-1 million to £15-7 million, mainly due to increas 
wheat imports. Exports in February compared with the preceditt

The overall adverse balance fell from £22-9 million in January to 

16-9 million in February, the smallest for over two and a half years. 
The deficit with the Western Hemisphere in February (£28-8 million) 
changed little since increases for the United States and Canada and 
Newfoundland offset the reductions for other countries in this area. 
The favourable balance with the Sterling Area rose from £8-8 million 
to £10-4 million and the balance with European countries changed 
from an unfavourable one of £1°5 million to a favourable one of 
{1-0 million. 

For the two months together, the proportion of imports coming 
from the United States rose, mainly due to increased supplies of 
cotton, wheat and refined petroleum, only partly offset by reductions 
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in tobacco and dairy produce. Lower supplies of timber, dairy produce 
and non-ferrous metals caused a further decline in the proportion 
coming from Canada and Newfoundland but the figures for the 
Argentine showed a small rise. Lower imports from Brazil and Cuba 
were largely responsible for the fall for the rest of the Western 
Hemisphere. Imports from the Sterling Area amounted to 38-80 per 
cent. of the total in January and February compared with 35-45 per 
cent. in the fourth quarter ; imports from the Colonies, which had 
been rather low in the preceding three months, accounted for part of 
the rise and there was a sharp increase in imports from New Zealand. 

The proportion of exports sent to both the North American areas 
was lower in January/February than in the fourth quarter. There 
was a small reduction for the Argentine Republic and little change for 
the rest of the Western Hemisphere. The Sterling Area as a whole 
took 50-01 per cent. of the total compared with 48-11 per cent. in the 
last three months of 1948, the slight reduction for the Colonies being 
offset by increases in exports to the Union of South Africa, India and 
Pakistan and Australia. Exports to European Countries fell from 
28-87 per cent. to 27-84 per cent. of the total.

Industry to Plan Export Drive 
to North America 


A MEETING aattended by leading representatives of United 

Kingdom industry, finance and trade took place at the Board of 
Trade on Tuesday in implementation of the statement made by 
the President of the Board of Trade in the House of Commons on 
April 11 during the debate on the Economic Survey, to discuss the 
problem of the balance of trade with the United States and Canada. 
The President of the Board of Trade presided and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer attended and made a statement. 


After thorough discussion it was agreed by all present that it was a 
matter of extreme importance no less to Canada and the United 
States than to the United Kingdom that a sustained effort should be 
made to maximise United Kingdom exports to these countries and 
so enable Britain to continue her purchases of their products. Results 
could not be expected by a merely short term effort and there was 
therefore need for a central focus to foster and direct it. The 
nomination of Sir Graham Cunningham to lead this effort was 
cordially and unanimously accepted and it was agreed that a committee 
under the chairmanship of Sir Clive Baillieu should be set up imme- 
diately to settle the lines on which Sir Graham Cunningham’s work 
could be most effectively carried out. 


Infants’ and Girls’ Utility Clothing 


CONTINUING the policy of abolishing the cost-plus method of 

price control, the Board of Trade are issuing an Amending Order* 
fixing manufacturers’ maximum prices (instead of “‘ cost-plus ’’ with 
overriding maxima as hitherto) for two of the three classes of infants’ 
and girls’ Utility clothing, hitherto included in Schedule I.G.2 and 
bringing into force Schedules I.G.3 and I.G.4 and List No. 16 of 
Amendments and Additions to Schedule I.G.2. 


The two classes are Underwear and Nightwear (now included in 
Schedule I.G.3) and Light Outerwear (now included in Schedule 
1.G.4). 


The third class, Heavy Outerwear, continues for the present under 
““ cost-plus ”’ in Schedule I.G.2. 


In Schedule I.G.3 a new system of size nomenclature, more 
elaborate minimum size specifications and certain standards of manu- 
facture, based on British Standard 1445:1948, for some of the garments 
has been introduced. For the next three months, however, either the 
old nomenclature or the new size symbols (or both) may be used, but 
all garments supplied after August 6 next must be marked with the 
appropriate new size symbol. 


For the convenience of traders, tables of approximate equivalent 
sizes are included in Part III of the Schedule. 


Some new cotton cloths have been added for certain garments and 
the grouping of cloths for pricing purposes has been revised. The 
maximum price of both sizes of infants’ feeders has been increased. 


In Schedule I.G.4 some new cotton and rayon cloths have been 
added for certain items. 


The new maximum prices for rayon and linen and for most of the 
wool cloth garments are lower than the “ ceiling”’ prices formerly 
specified in Schedule I.G.2, those for cotton garments being the same 
except in the case of X3043 and X3044, which are higher. 


Garments (in either Schedule) made from locknit and intended for 
export are freed from price control and the marking and minimum 
measurement provisions. 


The new Order comes into force on May 6.

Development Council for 


the Clothing Industry 


THE Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. John 

Edwards, discussed the proposal for a Clothing Developmen 
Council on Tuesday with representatives of those trade organizations 
in the industry which have been opposed to the establishment of , 
Council. He said that the President of the Board, having considered 
all the views which had been expressed by interested parties, had 
decided to proceed with an Order to set up the Council. 


Mr. Edwards stressed the importance of the co-operation of the 
industry and invited the organizations represented at the meeting to 
let the Board have their suggestions on the details of the Order, before 
it is laid before Parliament. 


More Paper for Periodicals 


THE Board of Trade announces that, as indicated by the President in 

the House of Commons on April 7, old-established news bulletins, 
magazines and periodicals will be permitted after June 30 to use about 
50 per cent. more paper than at present. Generally speaking the 
maximum permitted consumption for the four months beginning 
July 1, 1949, will be at the rate of 70 per cent. of the amount used 
before the war. 


The Paper Controller will notify the publishers concerned the 
actual amount they may use for each periodical in the four months 
period beginning July 1 next. 


Any newspaper, news bulletin, magazine or periodical, if not 
qualified to use more, will be permitted to use up to 16 cwts. in the 
four months period from July 1 next. 


Periodicals established after August 16, 1940, which have hitherto 
been restricted to using not more than 8 cwts. per period and restricted 
to 20 per cent. advertising matter, will from July 1 be permitted to use 
up to 16 cwts. per period, and the advertising restriction will be 
abolished. 


Some small periodicals established before August 16, 1940, were 
permitted to use 8 cwts. of paper per period because 45 per cent. of 
their pre-war usage amounted to less than 8 cwts. From July 1 they 
will be permitted to use up to 16 cwts. per period. 


The necessary Order will be made in due course. 


Note.—The term “ old-established’’ means established before 
August 16, 1940. These periodicals are at present permitted to use 
45 per cent. of their pre-war consumption. 


Rubber Footwear Repair Prices 
Decontrolled 


ON January 1, 1949 the control of charges for repairs to leather 
footwear was abolished but that on.rubber footwear repair charges 
remained for the time being. 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regula- 
tion Committee have now decided to remove statutory control over 
charges which repairers may make for repairs to rubber footwear and 
accordingly have made an Order*which revokes the Rubber Footwear 
Repairs (Maximum Charges) Order 1945 (S.R. & O. 1945 No. 358) 
and comes into operation on May 2.

HE FINAL REPORT of an enquiry into wages agreements and 

methods of organization of work in the cotton manufacturing 

industry, compiled by the Cotton Manufacturing Commission 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Moelwyn Hughes, K.C., is in course 
of preparation in four parts. Part I was published on Monday (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d. net). It is concerned primarily with the 
Commission’s recommendations on a new wages structure for weavers. 
The present system of wages is governed by what is known as the 
Uniform List. Parts II, III and IV of the Final Report, dealing with 
rates of wages in occupations other than weaving, and recruitment and 
training in the cotton industry, will be published later as a single 
document. The Commission consisted of five representatives of 
employers in the industry, five representatives of trade unions, and two 
independent members in addition to the Chairman. 

The Report states that one of the main objects of the proposed new 
wages structure for weavers, as outlined in the Commission’s Interim 
Report dated February 16, 1948, is to promote what has come to be 
known as the redeployment of labour and machinery in this section of 
the industry. It was believed that the new system of wages recom- 
mended would provide both employers and operatives with an 
incentive to accept and put into operation methods of work which 
would lead to far greater output per man-hour, higher wages for 
operatives, and reduced costs of production. 

It was recognized that the new system could not be applied immedi- 
ately throughout the entire Lancashire cotton industry, and that many 
firms were unable to carry out redeployment schemes owing to 
circumstances beyond their control. 


Fears for the Future 


After surveying the investigations carried out by the Commission, 
the Report expresses the opinion that “‘ unless redeployment over a 
wide field is put into effect without further delay, then as an exporting 
industry cotton and rayon manufacturing in Lancashire will have had 
its day. Adherence to traditional methods of weaving on ordinary 
looms means that cost: of production are quite unnecessarily high. 
The general use of a. ‘omatic looms lies years ahead. ‘There is 
apprehension on both sicves that the experience of the inter-war years 
will be renewed, but little is being done to put the industry as a whole 
into a condition to avoid it.”’ 

The Report gives the results of what is described as a notional trial 
of the Commission’s methods of payments carried out over a period of 
three months in 39 weaving sheds. ‘The weavers taking part continued 
to be paid in accordance with existing agreements, based on the 
Uniform List, but at the same time the wages they would have received 
under the proposed new system were calculated. The trial did not 
take into account the possibility of redeployment, and therefore it did 
not provide a test of the Commission’s scheme in its main object. 
Further, as the trial had no reality in terms of actual earnings, the 
incentives it gives to increase output did not come into play. The 
trial showed that the weavers in the majority of sheds were substan- 
tially under-occupied, and that wages were maintained within fairly 
close limits when the new system was applied without changes in work- 
ing methods. 

The Report gives a summary of the results of the notional trial, and 
other sections deal with ‘‘ Evidence of the Effect of the Commission’s 
Scheme when Allied to Redeployment,” “The Effect of Current 
Legislation on the Introduction of the New Wage System,” ‘‘ The 
Commission’s Recommendations on the Application of the New 
Scheme,” ‘‘ Special Circumstances Affecting the Weavers’ Earnings,”’ 
and “Application of the Commissioner’s Scheme Outside the 

Specified Areas.’ ”’ 

An appendix gives results obtained from the application of the Com- 
missions’ wage scheme, accompanied by redeployment, to ten weaving 
sheds by Associated Industrial Consultants Ltd. The results showed 
increases in weavers’ earnings ranging from 13 to 62 per cent. (with an 
average increase of 42:3 per cent.). Production per man-hour (taking 
into account ancillary labour) was raised by an average of 89 per cent., 
and reduction in costs was 22 per cent. 





Discussing the Report at a conference in London, on Monday, the 
President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said the Report 
dyet to be implemented by the representatives of the trade unions and 
employers. It was they who would have to take the responsibility of 
deciding how best the Report could be put into effect. It was not a

matter on which he could speak, but he was convinced that greater 
productivity in the weaving section was obtainable, and that in that 
the industry would find its one sure shield against the storms and 
stresses that the future might bring. 

Speaking of what the cotton industry was doing in the export 
markets, he said the exports of cotton piece-goods last month, March, 
were 89-7 million square yards, an increase of over 65 per cent. 
compared with the same month of 1948. The cotton export of 
Lancashire was the best since the end of the war. Cotton spinners 
were making good progress and so were the rayon producers. The 
weaving section was, therefore, the critical point, and the Report, 
dealing particularly with obstacles to increasing production of certain 
particular types of cotton that arise from the present wage structure, 
was clearly fundamental. 


Landmark in Industry’s History 


The Report might well come to be regarded as a landmark in the 
whole history of the industry. It had its bearing not only on the 
increased production required now for the export drive and the home 
market, not only on cheapening production so as to enable our people 
to buy more cotton goods, but also on the ability of the industry to 
achieve stability and security against the shocks and competition which 
it is bound to meet. 

The tasks involved in the implementation of the Report were not to 
be under-rated. But if the leaders in the industry could patiently 
and determinedly find a way for the progressive changeover to the new 
system, they would earn the thanks of the nation. And what would 
perhaps count even more in their minds, they will deserve the gratitude 
of all who seek a living in the industry, present and future, for genera- 
tions to come. 

Commenting on the results of the notional and redeployment tests, 
Mr. Moelwyn Hughes said that under the redeployment the percentage 
wage increase of 42-3 per cent. meant an increase on the £5 a week, 
which was the average wage of weavers, of 2 guineas per week. Under 
the Commission’s proposals there would dlso be an increased 
throughput of over 30 per cent. Under the existing set up there had 
never been enough man-power to keep all the looms going. Redeploy- 
ment had to be carried out on a voluntary basis. Of the 380 weavers 
in the ten mills which had adopted the new system, two had gone 
back, one because of ill-health, and one for no known reason. 

For the application of the new system the Commission recommended 
that wherever a manufacturer felt he would like to bring it into opera- 
tion he should obtain local agreement with the two sides and then go 
ahead. The new system was the only one the Commission knew of 
that could be applied to the industry as a whole, and they were 
confident that it was essential for the success of the industry. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of single yarn of all types during the week ended 
April 9 was 19-71 million lbs., compared with 19-53 million lbs. 
for the previous week. 

Total production of yarn in the 14 weeks ended April 9 was 268-89 
million lbs. The target for production during 1949 is 1,040 million

Price Regulation Committees Order 


THE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Price Regulation Commit- 
tees Regulations 1949,* which will come into operation on May 2. 

These Regulations consolidate with amendments the provisions 
of the Price Regulations Committees Regulations 1941 (S.R. & O. 
1941 No. 1978) as amended. 

The provisions governing the making and handling of complaints, 
the giving of notices of allegation and the appearance of alleged 
offenders before committees have been revised in a number of minor 
respects, the minimum number of members of Local Committees 
has been reduced from nine to seven and the particulars of the com- 
mittees contained in the Schedule have been brought up to date.

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Changes in Price Control of Cotton 
Cloth 


(CHANGES in the method of controlling prices of woven cotton 
cloth, particularly Utility cloth, were discussed by Mr. John 
Edwards, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, when he 
spoke to the Blackburn Chamber of Trade on Monday. ‘The changes 
were announced in the Board of Trade Journal on April 23 (page 828). 
Mr. Edwards explained that the changes were primarily a simplifica- 
tion of the previous form of control. There were three sets of separate 
Orders controlling the price of single yarn, waste yarn and doubled 
yarn ; there were another three sets of Orders governing the price of 
various types of cloth, and some non-utility cloth was completely free 
from price control as far as weavers and converters were concerned. 
The charges for finishing (bleaching, dyeing, printing and so on) were 
controlled, and converters’ selling prices were controlled by a system 
of permitted margins and, for utility cloth, by ceiling prices as well. 
These price controls over the cotton industry had served well in 
their time, but there was no doubt that they were extremely complicated 
and tended to introduce a rigidity into the industry—a rigidity which, 
if allowed to become a habit, might have permanently damaging effects 
on the competitive ability and commercial skill of what was—it must 
never be forgotten—a great and vital exporting industry. With the 
co-operation of all sections of the trade, much of this rigidity was to be 
done away with, while preserving the safeguards which were so 
essential at the present time for the home consumer of utility cloth. 


Ceiling Prices for Utility 


Non-utility cloth would be freed from price control entirely at the 
manufacturing and converting stages (though, of course, non-utility 
garments would continue to be price-controlled in the same way as 
now). For utility cloth it was intended to keep ceiling prices for the 
finished product—i.e., the cloth in the state it left the cotton industry 
and went to the maker-up or to the shops. Mr. Edwards was satisfied 
that there was a case for adjusting some of the existing ceiling prices 
for finished cloth—both ways, some up, and some down, but this 
should not mean that the general level of ceiling prices would rise. 
Separate price controls on spinners, on weavers and on finishers, were 
being done away with and the merchant converter would only have to 
observe ceiling prices instead of, as at present, being controlled both by 
ceilings and by a system of margins. 

It was hoped that this simplification would facilitate the production 
of utility cloth, by introducing flexibility into the system, and by 
leaving the way open for individual firms to negotiate their own prices 
with each other, subject of course to the ceiling prices for the finished 
cloth. It was clear that this simplified system would work only if all 
sections of the trade exercised moderation and restraint. If the 
spinners or the weavers tried to get too much for their yarn or their 
cloth, if the finishers bumped up their charges or if the converters 
failed to make satisfactory arrangements with their suppliers, then 
there would be pressure on the ceiling prices for utility cloth, the new 
system would be discredited and something like the detailed method 
of control it had been decided to abandon would have to come back. 
On the other hand, if, as was hoped, the new arrangements proved 
satisfactory and the greater flexibility given to all sections of the trade 
led to healthy prices competition and an increased supply of utility 
cloths, the Board of Trade would be éncouraged to go forward with 
further relaxations at the appropriate time. 

The Order giving effect to this process of simplification by revoking 
no fewer than 28 Control of the Cotton Industry Orders is given 
below.

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The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 49) Order, 1943 " 
amended (dealing with “‘ Specified ’’ cotton cloth not less than 
66 in. wide).

The prescribed ceiling prices for Utility finished cloths will remain, 
and the control over the price of surgical dressings will continue to, 
exercised by the Central Price Regulation Committee. 

The Yarn Spinners’ Association and the Cotton Yarn Doubley 
Association have given assurances to the Board of Trade that singk 
and doubled cotton yarns and cotton waste yarns, destined for home 
trade hosiery, and Utility curtain lace and net will continue to be solj 
at present prices.

As an introduction to the individual collections and to give buyersa 
wide view of the range of goods offered them, a number of combined 
displays have been organized. 

A combined parade of tailored coats and suits is to be staged by the 
Mantle and Costume Manufacturers’ Export Group in the ballroom of 
Grosvenor House, Park Lane, on Tuesday, May 17, at 11 a.m. On 
Thursday, May 19, the London Coliseum will be the scene of a pre- 
sentation by the Apparel and Fashion Industry’s Association, including 
women’s fashion wear of all kinds. 

In the following week parades of fur fashions will be held by the 
British Fur Trades Alliance in the Petit Salon of Derry & Toms, 
Kensington High Street, from 11 a.m. to 12 noon and from 3 to 4 p.m. 
daily from May 24 to 26. ‘The models shown will be selected by an 
independent panel of fashion experts from the designs submitted by 
leading fur fashion houses. 

In addition to organizations which are staging special displays, 
manufacturers of fabrics, footwear, millinery, knitwear and acces 
sories are co-operating in providing all that is needed to make the en- 
semble complete and attractive. 


Fashion Accessories 


Throughout the Fortnight the British Rayon Federation is holding 
an exhibition of fashion accessories (hats, footwear, gloves, fashion 
ewellery, etc.) at the Rayon Design Centre, 1 Upper Groosvenor 
Street, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily (except Saturdays).

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Rayon Output in March 


AYON output in March, at 24-8 million Ibs., was 18 per cent. more 
Risen in February. Part of the rise was due to the longer month 
but the March figure was 16 per cent. higher than the J anuary one and 
on a daily basis output was 64 per cent. greater than in February. 
Output of continuous filament yarn, at 15-5 million Ibs., was 16 per 
cent. more than in February (5 per cent. more on a daily basis) and 
12 per cent. higher than in January. Production of staple fibre 
reached a peak of 8-1 million lbs. in December 1947 and has ever since 
been consistently below this figure until in March a new record was 
established of 9-3 million lbs., 15 per cent. above the earlier peak. 
Production in March was 22 per cent. higher than in February (11 per 
cent. more on a basis of output per day) and 24 per cent. higher than 
in January. 

— awe for the first quarter in’1949 was at a monthly average 
of 224 million lbs., or 16 per cent. above the average for the first 
quarter in 1948 ; the corresponding averages for continuous filament 

and staple fibre were respectively 20 per cent. and 84 per cent. 
higher this year than last.

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Film Exhibitors’ Quota Returns 


FILM exhibitors’ quota returns for the year ended September 30, 

1948, show that during that period the aggregate length (including 
repeated performances) of all registered films exhibited in Great 
Britain was 47,142 million feet, compared with 46,412 million feet in 
the previous year. The total length of British films exhibited was 
12,559 million feet, or 26°64 per cent. of the whole, compared with 
23-32 per cent. for the year before. 


The aggregate length of long films (i.e. films of 3,000 feet and over) 
included in the above figure was 43,610 million feet, of which 11,237 
million feet, or 25-76 per cent., were British, compared with 22-34 per 
cent. for the year before. This percentage of 25:76, however, includes 
British long films which were registered before October 1, 1943, and 
were, therefore, no longer eligible for quota. If these are excluded 
from the calculation, the British long film percentage is reduced to 
24:22, compared with 20-87 per cent. for the year before. 


The total number of returns in default (on a British long film quota 
of 20 per cent.) is 1,608, including 199 which showed defaults in both 
long film and short film quota. This compares with 1,328 defaults in 
the previous year, but the statutory quota for that year was only 174 
per cent. 


The total of 1,608 includes 300 defaults in the short film quota and 
140 long film defaults in part-year returns. The more important 
figures are those relating to long film defaults in returns which cover 
the whole of the quota year. These total 1,367 and are classified in 
percentage groups in the table set out below (which also gives corres- 
ponding figures for 1946/47).

U.K. Agricultural Engineering Mission to Canada 


FARLY this year the Canadian Federation of Agriculture invited the 
British agricultural machinery industry to send a mission to Canada 
to investigate the market possibilities for agricultural machinery and 
implements. The invitation was readily accepted, and the Agri- 
cultural Engineering Association has worked in close co-operation 
with the Board of Trade in the delegation of members of a mission 
which represents the whole range of United Kingdom agricultural 
machinery, from the heaviest tractors to the smallest implements, 
and covering also specialized machinery such as milking plant, 
horticultural sprayers and potato harvesters. 
_ The mission’s main task will be exploratory and fact-finding. It 
is hoped to find out what precisely are Canadian requirements and 
how they can be met from current and future British production ; 
how to supply the Canadian farmer with machinery at competitive 
prices; and the best ways and means to provide him with an efficient 
after-sales service. 
The delegation is due in Montreal on Tuesday, May 3, and should 
be back in London early in June. In Canada a full programme has 
arranged in co-operation with the Trade Commissioner service, 
and members of the mission will visit Ottawa, Toronto, Winnipeg, 


Regina, Swift Current, Lethbridge, Calgary, Vancouver, Banff, 
Edmonton, Saskatoon, St. John, Moncton and Sydney (NS). 
The members of the mission are :— 

Mr. C. Culpin, Chief Agricultural Machinery Adviser of the 
National Agricultural Advisory Service; 

Mr. T. C. Manby, representing the Director of the National 
Institute of Agricultural Engineers ; 

Mr. E. N. Griffith (chairman of the Mission), President of the 
Agricultural Engineering Association, Chairman of Rotary Hoes 
Ltd.; 

Mr. J. Henderson-Stewart, M.P., Member for East Fife and 
Director of Transplanters (Robot) Ltd.;

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Building Research and Development 


OTH employers and operatives in the building industry have 

already given practical demonstration of their willingness to experi- 
ment with new building materials and methods and to adopt mechan- 
ized methods of construction to the fullest possible extent. This is 
the view expressed in the First Report of the Advisory Council on 
Building Research and Development, published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and branches, price 6d. (by post 7d.) 

The Council was appointed with Sir Harold Emmerson, K.C.B., as 
chairman, by the Minister of Works in December 1947, to advise upon 
subjects for research and on methods of securing the use by industry of 
the results of research and technical development. One of the 
principal objects to be achieved if further progress is to be made, states 
the Report, is to bring research workers into closer contact with the 
different groups in the industry and educational bodies : every section 
of those engaged in building operations must be made aware of the 
most important conclusions reached by the research worker. The 
public ‘‘ who pay the bill ’’ must also be kept informed, so that they 
can encourage the adoption of modern improvements. 


Experimental Houses 

One of the most important recommendations of the Committee is 
for the construction of approximately 150 houses in selected districts. 
This scheme will be the first attempt to determine the types of house 
design, services and equipment likely to ensure the best living con- 
ditions in low cost houses. The proposal is that 10 houses should be 
built on each of 15 sites (12 sites in England and Wales and 3 in 
Scotland). In England and Wales the houses will have a superficial 
area of 950 square feet, and in Scotland 1,100 square feet. They will 
be built in pairs in rows facing south, and heat insulated to an approved 
standard. Each house will differ in important respects from the others 
on a site, 


Reduction in Man-Hours 

The Report states that experiments during the past few years on new 
methods of construction for houses have demonstrated that new 
principles for the manufacture and erection of walls can result in a 
saving of labour costs of up to 40 per cent. Two-thirds of the man- 
hours required to build a traditional house are taken up by operations 
not included in the erection of walls and it is considered it would be 
valuable to discover whether proportionate economies can be achieved 
by non-traditional techniques. "The Advisory Council have, therefore, 
recommended a bold experiment in house construction involving the 
building of between 400 and 500 houses. 

The Council also recommend continued research upon the pro- 
perties and uses of all kinds of building materials. It may be 
possible, states the Report, to make greater use of stone, and it is 
recommended that an investigation should be carried out into house 
building in stone with particular reference to cost. 

In view of the shortage of some key building materials such as 
timber and steel, it is also important that more precise information

Maximum charges ap 
prescribed for the supply of sacks, bags and bins corresponding with 
the permitted increases in the Orders now revoked. The seller may 
now add a charge for delivery except where the buyer takes deliver 
at the seller’s premises. On a sale to a buyer acquiring concentrated 
kitchen waste otherwise than for re-sale the seller may include in the 
price charged an amount equal to the actual cost paid or incurred for 
the carriage of the concentrated kitchen waste to his premises from 
those of producer from whom he acquired it. The maximum charg 
for credit is now fixed at 5s. per ton of the amount of kitchen waste sold, 


The new Order does not apply to sales and purchases of kitchen 
waste in Northern Ireland and the Counties of Caithness, Sutherland, 
Ross and Cromarty, Inverness, Perth, Moray, Nairn, Banff, Orkney 
and Shetland ; and it continues the prohibition on the carriage of 
kitchen waste between these areas and elsewhere in Great Britain.

“Industrial Building ” 


“ TNDUSTRIAL BUILDING,” a new booklet of advice to indus- 
trialists wishing to extend their premises, or to build new premises, 
has been published by H.M. Stationery Office. 

It has long been a matter of concern to industrialists that the process 
of obtaining the necessary consents for such work was obscure. It is 
hoped that this new booklet, and the internal administrative changes 
that underlie it, will dissolve this obscurity. 

After outlining the controls of industrial building which are still 
hecessary—location, finance and timing—the booklet goes on to 
explain how the industrialist can obtain the help of Government 
Departments in obtaining the necessary permissions. 

In addition the booklet includes two appendices. The first gives a 
list of industries classified under the Government Departments which 
sponsor them. ‘The second lists in full the Regional Officers of each 
Government Department, with addresses and telephone numbers. 

The booklet is free of charge, and can be obtained on request from 
any Regional Office of the Ministry of Works, the Ministry of Supply 
or the Board of Trade. 


British Engines for Nigeria 


NIGERIAN Railways have been reinforced by five new British and 
10 new Canadian main line locomotives. 

These engines, which will assist in the clearance of the accumulated 
stocks of ground nuts from Northern Nigeria, completed their final 
steaming tests before being shipped and were in operation within a 
few hours of being disembarked in Southern Nigeria. 

In addition to the supply of these engines, more than 120 new 
20-ton bogey wagons have been despatched to Nigeria in the past two 
months. 

While all these wagons will have to be assembled on arrival it is 
hoped that at least 50 of them will be in operation by the end of April. 
Railings of ground nuts in the past three months have averaged 
30,000 tons which is in sharp contrast to the 16,000 tons per month 
of a year ago. 

It is intended to increase the railings of ground nuts to 38,000 tons 
per month as the new locomotives and wagons come into operation.

Straw for Papermaking 


THE Board of Trade announce that after the end of June 1949, straw 
for papermaking will no longer be purchased on public account by 
the Paper Control for re-sale to paper and board mills. The Paper- 
makers’ Straw Trading Company will accordingly not operate there- 
after for the purpose of buying and delivering straw on behalf of the 
Control. It has, however, been arranged that the Company shall 
remain in being for some three months from July 1 in order to advise 
and help papermakers in maintaining regular supplies of straw. 

An Order will be made in due course removing straw from the list of 
materials specified in the Control of Paper (No. 26) Order, 1940. 


New Comptroller-General for Export Credits Guarantee 
Department 


THE President of the Board of Trade, with the agreement of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, has appointed Mr. H. Somerville-Smith, 
D.S.O., O.B.E., M.C., to succeed Sir Ernest Adams, C.B.E., as 
Comptroller-General, Export Credits Guarantee Department, on the 
latter’s retirement from the Public Services on May 31 next. 


Imports of Sweetened Fat 


THE Ministry of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
announces that arrangements have been made as a result of the recent 
Anglo-Dutch trade talks for limited quantities of sweetened fat, both 
bulk and pre-packed, to be imported from Holland. Importers will 
be nominated by the Dutch exporters, and after May 1, 1949, the 
Ministry will no longer notify importers of their nominations. Each 
application for an import licence must be accompanied by a copy of 
the relative export licence issued by the Dutch Authorities. 

Applications for import licences should be submitted in duplicate 
on Form ILD/A to the Board of Trade, 189 Regent Street, London, 
W.1. For administrative convenience the application should be sent 
via the Ministry of Food, Miscellaneous Food Products Division, 
15 Portman Square, London, W.1. Copies of the application form 
may be obtained from the Board of Trade at the above address or 
from any Customs Office. 

The maximum f.o.b. prices are £142 per ton for the bulk product 
and £154 per ton for the pre-packed product. 

Samples should be submitted to the Ministry of Food at the above 
address only in cases where the product of the Dutch manufacturer 
has not previously been approved by the Ministry of Food. 


Hosiery Research Council Appointment 


DR. David Starkie has been appointed Director of Research by the 
Hosiery Research Council and is expected to take up his duties on 
May 1. The appointment is one of the most important preliminary 
steps yet taken in the establishment of a research organization for 
the hosiery industry. 

A member of a number of scientific societies and service committees, 
Dr. Starkie is also on the Council of the British Scientific Instrument 
Research Association. He will be responsible for the plan and 
organization of the new Hosiery and Allied Trades Research Associa- 
tion now being formed. ‘The Hosiery Research Council, which has 
done the preliminary work, already possesses premises equipped for 
research at Thorneywood House, Nottingham, where there is the 
nucleus of a trained staff. 


Pattern Staining in Buildings 


PATTERN staining, in which a pattern of dark marks appears on 
ceilings and walls, is a very common source of annoyance and expense. 
Laboratory and field experiments on the problem made by the 
Building Research Station are discussed in National Building Studies 
Special Report No. 6, ‘‘ Pattern Staining in Buildings,”’ published for 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, by H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 6d. (20 cents, United States), by post 7d. 
‘They show that the effect is due to differences in the rate at which heat 
flows through the different parts of the structure, and any attempt to 
prevent or reduce the staining must even out these differences. 

Pattern staining can be cured or prevented fairly simply and 
practical methods of doing this are described.

when returning the completed form. Application forms can also be 
obtained from all Travel Agencies, the Belgian Embassy, all Belgian 
Consulates and most Banks. 

Full information about the subsequent procedure to be followed 
is set out in the application form. It is important therefore that this 
should be carefully read and its instructions followed precisely

Economic Conditions in Egypt in 1948 and Prospects 
for U.K. Export Trade in 1949 


The following article was written for the Board of 'l'rade Journal by His Majesty's Minister (Commercial) at Cairo. 


The Com- 


mercial Relations and Exports Department, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising 
out of this article. 


HE pattern of trade between the United Kingdom and Egypt 

which it is hoped to achieve during 1949 was outlined in the new 

Financial Agreement between the Governments of the two 
countries signed in Cairo on March 31 and announced in the Board of 
Trade Journal on April 9. 

The new agreement has effect from January 1, 1949, and extends, 
until December 31, 1949, certain provisions of the financial agreement 
entered into on June 30, 1947, between the two Governments as 
modified by the financial agreement of January 5, 1948. The new 
agreement provides for an immediate release of £12 million from 
Egypt’s pre-July 1947 sterling balances and for further releases up to 
{18 million as necessary to maintain total of Egypt’s balances on 
Number 1 Account at £45 million. 

To enable Egypt to make payments in hard currencies for current 
transactions, the Government of the United Kingdom has undertaken 
to sell to Egypt against sterling a total of £5 million in United States 
dollars in two equal instalments of £24 million on March 31, 1949, and 
June 30, 1949, respectively. 

The Government of the United Kingdom has declared its readiness 
to facilitate the supply to Egypt of petroleum products during 1949 to 
anamount up to £5 million against payment in sterling. 

On the assumption that open general licences are retained and that 
over the range of United Kingdom exports Egyptian demand is 
maintained, the two Governments have agreed that the level of United 
Kingdom exports to Egypt in 1949 might be £41-7 million f.o.b., an 
increase of {7-6 million on the total exports to Egypt in 1948. This 
increase is taken up in the following categories of goods :— 

Electrical goods. Woollen yarn and manufactures. 


Machinery. Silk and rayon yarn and manufac- 
Vehicles. tures. 
Cotton yarn and manufactures. Apparel. 

Chemicals. 


The full text of the new agreement and of a series of letters ex- 
changed will shortly be published simultaneously in the two capitals. 


Trade Problems 


The economic and commercial situation in Egypt in 1948 was 
considerably influenced by the Palestine problem and the action 
taken in that country by the Arab States, including Egypt, 
following the end of the British Mandate on May 15, 1948. Although 
there was some improvement towards the end of the year, the delay 


_in reaching a settlement in Palestine and the tenseness of the inter- 
national situation continued to have unfavourable repercussions on 
the local import and retail markets.

showing a certain amount of sales resistance and sales on credit or 
by instalments, which had disappeared during the war and the 
immediate post-war years, are again becoming quite common.

factured goods. 

. The early months of the year saw a spectacular rise in the price of 
yptian cotton, the long-staple type ‘‘ Karnak’’ reaching at one 
time over 120 “‘talleri’”? or ‘cotton dollars” of 20 piastres or

» Ashmuni”’ and “ Zagora’’ about 90 talleri, compared with about 


50 talleri and 40 talleri respectively at the beginning of the season. 
Later in the year there was a decline from these high levels and 
quotations became more in line with world raw cotton prices, although 
there was a further large increase in prices, especially of ‘‘ Karnak,”’ 
in the closing weeks of the year. The steep rise had the effect of 
greatly increasing the value of Egypt’s exports in 1948, which were 
valued at £E.141 million compared with £E.86 million in 1947. 
Imports in 1948 were even higher in value, being estimated at £E.173 
million, compared with £E.103-9 million in 1947. 


Government Finances 


In the matter of Egyptian Government finances, the most note- 
worthy development was the passing of a record budget for 1948-49, 
estimating expenditure at {£E.183-4 million (five times the total of 
a pre-war budget) and receipts at £E.141°5, the deficit to be made up 
from the general reserve fund (which, incidentally, stood at £E.71°5 
million on April 30, 1947). The estimated deficit included £E.9-5 
million for 1948-49 expenditure on the Five-Year Plan and £E.30 
million for additional expenditure by the Egyptian Army in Palestine, 
the latter sum to be covered eventually by an internal loan. Another 
important financial measure was the passing of Law No. 119 of 
July 14 authorizing the issue of Treasury bills up to a total of £E.50 
million to finance the marketing of the 1948 cotton crop and to form 
the cover for any increase in the total of the note issue from the date 
of the promulgation of the law. Any decline in the issue after that 
date would consequently result in a reduction of that part of the 
cover formed of British Treasury bills. Up to the end of the year the 
internal loan mentioned above had not been floated. 

The 1949-50 draft budget estimates expenditure at £E.163-8 
million and revenue at £E.147-1 million, the deficit of £E.16-7 
million, which represents estimated expenditure in 1949-50 on the 
Five-Year Plan, to be met from the general reserve fund. 

Under the terms of an Anglo-Egyptian Financial Agreement of 
June 30, 1947, sterling balances held by Egyptian banks in the United 
Kingdom were blocked, except for agreed releases, which for the 
remainder of 1947 were fixed at £8 million, plus a working balance 
of £12 million. His Majesty’s Government also made available to 
Egypt an additional £1:5 million in dollars against Egyptian trans- 
ferable sterling for current transactions. A subsequent Financial 
Agreement signed on January 5, 1948, released a further amount of 
£21 million of the blocked balances for 1948 and increased the 
working balance by £11 million. It also provided a further allocation 
of £6°25 million in dollars for the year. 

The first year’s operation of the new Egyptian company law 
caused considerable difficulties to United Kingdom firms with 
branch offices or affiliated companies in Egypt, especially those 
provisions regarding the minimum percentage of Egyptian office staff 
to be employed and their percentage of total salaries. One of the 
chief difficulties is that many local subjects on their staffs, who may 
have been born in Egypt and whose parents and even grandparents 
may have lived in the country all their lives. do not yet enjoy Egyptian 
nationality, and consequently cannot be counted as Egyptian staff 
for the purpose of the law. There have also been difficulties regarding 
senior staff owing to the lack of qualified Egyptians to fill executive 
and technical positions. 


Agriculture and Transport 


The 1948 cotton crop was estimated at about 8-4 million cantars 
(excluding very low grade cotton) or about 1,140,000 export bales 
of 736 lbs. net (a cantar is about 100 lbs.). This was over two million 
cantars greater than the 1947 crop. Good exports in 1947 and 1948 
had the effect of considerably improving the statistical position of 
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Egyptian cotton. For 1949, certain relaxations have been made in 
the law restricting cotton acreages (enacted during the war and 
prolonged since to ensure larger grain crops) and a still higher cotton 
crop may be anticipated tending to reach pre-war levels. The 
Alexandria cotton futures market, which had been closed since 1940, 
was re-opened on September 1, 1948. 

Following increased imports of artificial fertilizers in 1947, there 
was some improvement in the yields of wheat and barley last year, 
which had been steadily declining for some years owing to the 
impoverishment of the soil. The wheat crop was estimated at 7-2 
million ardebs, or about 1,090,000 tons, against just under 7 million 
ardebs in 1947. This is still, however, much below Egypt’s annual 
bread grain requirements and considerable quantities of wheat, flour and 
maize had to be secured to make up the deficit. This was effected 
mainly through the International Food Organization, on the basis of 
the exchange of surplus Egyptian rice. Rice at present forms the 
second most important export after cotton and the 1948 crop was 
again a very large one, leaving an estimated exportable surplus of 
some 250,000 tons. 


Transport and Communications 


Several new units were added to the Egyptian mercantile marine 
during the year, which saw the first direct fortnightly Egyptian 
service inaugurated with the United States, in addition to the regular 
sailings between Egypt and the United Kingdom and South Medi- 
terranean ports, and occasional sailings to Australia. In the field of 
civil aviation, several additional foreign companies started services 
with or through Egypt and a new Egypto/Italian company com- 
menced a regular service between the two countries. The construction 
of a railway line between Shellal and Wadi Halfa (on the Sudan 
border) is contemplated and preliminary credits have been opened 
for the work. This part of the journey between Egypt and the Sudan 
is at present accomplished by Nile steamer. The Egyptian State 
Railways have received delivery of new rolling stock ordered just 
after the end of the war, including main line locomotives from the 
United Kingdom and Canada, and delivery is shortly expected of 
diesel trains and locomotives ordered from British firms. 


Local Industries 


A new mining law was passed by Parliament in July last, one of the 
provisions of which is that future oil leases may only be held by 
Egyptian companies. Existing leases are not, however, affected and 
Parliament approved the grant of concessions for exploiting the new 
Ras-el-Sudr and E]-Assal oilfields to the British company exploiting 
them. These new oilfields and other promising strikes of oil by the 
same company should provide a considerable increase in Egypt’s 
crude oil production, which is now understood to be nearing two 
million tons per annum. A rather acute shortage of gas and solar 
oils developed in Egypt during 1948 and a system of rationing to 
essential users had to be adopted. The kerosene (paraffin) ration had 
to be cut by 25 per cent. from May to the end of November. 

The following are brief references to some of the principal 
developments in Egypt’s industries in 1948. The Import/Export 
Bank granted credits totalling seven million United States dollars to 
the company which is establishing the new artificial fertilizer factory 
near Suez. The other large artificial fertilizer factory at Abu Zaabal, 
near Cairo, formed to produce sulphate of ammonia and super- 
phosphate of lime, has commenced production. 

The rayon subsidiary of the Bank Misr Group, formed with a 
capital of £E.1}4 million, has issued £E.1 million of debenture stock 
and progress with the equipping of their factory has reached the 
point where production on a limited scale has commenced. The 
heavy iron and steel works which is being built near Cairo is nearing 
completion. It will mainly utilize scrap iron and steel available 
locally and output is expected to start next summer. One of the local 
paper factories has commenced production of newsprint, in addition 
to its normal output of packing paper, board, etc. 

One or two new textile companies were formed in 1948 and the 
output of cotton yarn and cloth has continued to rise. When Egyptian 
raw cotton prices soared early last year, the Egyptian Government 
agreed to subsidize the local mills up to a total of £E.6} million to 
enable them to purchase their requirements on the local market at 
prices which would enable them to continue to sell popular cloth at 
the fixed tariff rate. The output of cotton piece-goods by the industry 
is now almost sufficient to satisfy the needs of the market, except for 
certain special lines. 

A large extension of the principal Egyptian glassworks is taking 
place. 

Preliminary work on the Aswan Dam hydro-electric project is 
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proceeding and a call for tenders for the civil engineering side of th, 
work is to be issued. An international committee of experts, Which 
was called together to study the projected artificial fertilizer f, 

be included in the scope of the Aswan project is understood to have 
reached favourable conclusions, which will be presented to Parliamen, 
shortly. Another committee of international experts is to be appointes 
to consider and report on the possibility of establishing an iron anj 
steel works at Aswan to work the iron ore deposits in that district 
The output of the local cement industry continues to rise and ig noy 
about 800,000 tons per annum. 


British Trade with Egypt 


Since the war, our exports to Egypt have been reasonably good op 
a value and percentage basis as compared with pre-war, having 
amounted to £E.25 million in 1946 (30 per cent. of the total) : 
£E.23 million in 1947 (22 per cent.) and £E.34:1 million in 1948 (214 
per cent.). We are meeting with strong competition in many ling 
from the United States, Italy, Belgium, France and Czechoslovakia, 
and signs are not wanting that we must shortly again face the com. 
petition of Germany and Japan. It is important for our balance of 
payments with Egypt that a high level of exports should continue anj 
United Kingdom exporters should develop further sales, particularly 
of woollen manufactures, motor vehicles, machinery, electrical goods 
and chemicals. Further information on these and other prospects jy 
given below. 

Amongst our principal lines of trade with Egypt, the following have 
been some of the most valuable since the end of the war : cigarettes, 
medicines and pharmaceutical products, woollen fabrics, textile 
machinery and parts, and motor vehicles. Others of considerable 
value have been confectionery and chocolates, smoked herrings, 
beer and whisky, chemical products (unspecified), coal tar dyes, oil 
colours, tyres and tubes, iron and steel manufactures, tubes and pipes, 
machinery parts, electrical machinery, radios, and machine tools, 

The retail market appears to be well stocked at present as the result 
of deliveries effected recently of orders placed following the removal of 
import licensing procedure early in 1948 for goods from the sterling 
area countries. 

The standard of living of the masses is rising very slowly, if at all, 
and the purchasing public in the salaried and monied classes appear 
to be holding-off purchasing in the hope of a decline in retail prices. 
Hence, there appears to be little prospect of an increased demand for 
purely consumer goods, of which the market seems to have [plentiful 
supplies. 


Goods in Demand 


One of the most encouraging aspects of our trade with Egypt at 
present is the fact that British motor cars and lorries are now being 
imported on a scale never previously approached. Before the war, 
the total number of British cars registered in Egypt was about 3,800. 
Already since the war Egypt’s purchases have considerably exceeded 
that number, and there is a distinct possibility that her purchases of 
British cars in 1948 alone may have approached that number. United 
Kingdom motor manufacturers are to be congratulated on this 
achievement, but they should do everything in their power to improve 
local service facilities, especially as regards spare parts, to consolidate 
the position gained. Adequate servicing will go a long way towards 
achieving this and will be a valuable factor when the present diff- 
culties over importing American cars disappear. 

Textile machinery has been another valuable post-war British 
export to Egypt, over £44 millions’ worth having been supplied during 
the two years 1946 and 1947 (or 80 per cent. of the whole busines) 
and further large quantities in 1948. 

A potential market of some importance may emerge when the 
supply position in the United Kingdom for cast-iron water pipé 
becomes easier. This is in connection with the Egyptian Goven- 
ment’s project for the piping of pure drinking water to all the ruri 
centres in the country, a scheme which has received greater attention 
since the cholera outbreak of 1947. The project involves an estimated 
expenditure of £E.48 million, of which £E.16 million is included in 
the scope of the Five-Year Plan and ten years is envisaged as tht 
minimum period for its achievement. In view of the extreme shortage 
of cast-iron pipes, a study is being made of the possibility of utilizing 
locally manufactured cement pipes, but even if this system 1s eve 
tually adopted, there will remain important requirements in watel 
works machinery to be imported. j 

There appear to be good prospects for the sale of the followin 
goods of British manufacture in this market at present : woollen and 
worsted fabrics and tailoring requisites ; good quality cotton piect 
goods, especially of the “ voile” type ; folded cotton yarns in the 
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fner counts from 48s upwards ; silk and rayon fabrics, neckwear, 
snd hosiery (especially for nylon stockings for which there is a big 
market) ; pharmaceutical specialities and medicinal supplies of all 
kinds ; haberdashery ; plastic combs ; and all kinds of toys. 

There exists a large demand for horizontal diesel engines and the 
market could probably absorb some hundreds more than are at preseni 
being imported. ‘The lower-powered types are used for small pump- 
ing installations, boilers and small electric generators, etc., and the 
larger types for more important installations of the same kind and for 
industrial use. Many Government contracts for irrigation, sewage, 
drinking water and electrical generating schemes are in preparation 
and it appears likely that there will be a good market for medium- 
powered diesel engines in Egypt for some years to come. Small 
kerosene-burning engines are also in substantial demand as are also 
centrifugal pumps for irrigation. Sales of British pumps (of the more 
competitive manufacturers) are apparently limited at present only by 
ability to deliver. 

The market has recently been showing considerable interest in 
aluminium sheets, tubes, sections, etc., mainly for use for decorative 
purposes in the many new buildings which are being constructed in 
the main towns, but partly due to the present high cost of copper 
sheets and circles. 


Other Opportunities 


A market of considerable value in which there is scope for increased 
United Kingdom participation is that for perfumery and cosmetics. 
One or two British manufacturers are competing in both lines, but 
French suppliers are very strongly entrenched in the: high-class 
perfumery business and American manufacturers in the cosmetics 
trade. Strong and persistent advertising is necessary in order to 
break into these markets. 

Good business has been done in canned fish in Egypt since the 
war, but the United Kingdom share has not been very large. Cornish 
pilchards have been favourably received, but a more important line 
is fresh and kippered herrings, in which Norway has been competing 
strongly of late. Price is an important factor in selling canned fish. 

This market absorbs from two to three thousand typewriters 
annually, but the United Kingdom share of this trade has never been 
very important. The position at present is favourable for an imcrease 
of exports of British machines, the greatest opportunity undoubtedly 
being provided by the quite considerable pent-up demand for office 
typewriters with Arabic keyboards. It is understood that one or two 
Continental manufacturers may soon be making the latter available 
and the first on the market should have no difficulty in obtaining 
worth-while contracts. 

It is considered that the present supply and demand situation for 
watches and clocks offers scope for a more thorough introduction of 
British products to the Egyptian public. With regard to watches, the 
most promising field is probably in the medium and lower-priced 
categories, although strong competition from Swiss and French 
manufacturers will be encountered. 

There has been a large demand for domestic electric refrigerators 
since the end of the war, which until recently has been mainly filled by 
United States manufacturers. Many indications point to the possibi- 
lity of British makers obtaining a far larger share of the business in a 
market which is widening. The most popular sizes are those from 
6 to 8 cubic feet capacity and it is important that they should be 
completely up to date in external appearance and interior fitments 
and competitive in price. 

In conclusion it may be said that British manufacturers continued 
to compete on favourable terms in the Egyptian market in 1948 and 
that the prospects for 1949, in spite of the even more severe competi- 
tion which will have to be met, are not unfavourable.

Attention is drawn to the General Conditions of Offer and Sale of 
German assets in Italy which appeared’ in the Board of Trade Fournal 
of February 5, 1949 (page 263). These conditions will in the main 
apply, but certain amendments of a detailed nature have been for- 
mulated by the Committee on German assets in Italy. The receipt 
from Rome of these amended Conditions of Sale (which will govern 
the disposal of the above assets) is expected very shortly, when full 
republication of the revised Conditions, will be made as soon as possi- 
ble in the Board of Trade Fournal. 

United Kingdom firms intending to submit a bid should bear in 
mind that prior approval of the Bank of England (Foreign Exchange 
Control) is essential. They should, therefore, make application to 
the Bank in the usual way, i.e. through their own bankers. It is 
desirable that a copy of their application should be forwarded to the 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department (Industries Branch) 
of the Board of Trade at the above address, under the reference 
indicated, and that they should instruct their bankers to advise the 
Bank of England that this has been done. 


Sale of Property in Germany by 


Non-Residents 


THE Foreign Office has announced that by a direction of the Allied 

Bank Commission dated April 1, 1949, non-residents will in future 
be permitted to sell part or the whole of their property in Germany, or 
to raise a mortgage or other loan, in the following cases :— 

(a) where the sale, mortgage or loan is necessary to finance or to 
prevent the accumulation of storage, maintenance or similar charges 
on the owner’s property ; 

(b) where the sale, mortgage or loan is required to finance the re- 
construction of existing property or the replacement of essential 
property, lost to the owner for any reason, since 1939, by property 
similar in character, provided that the purchase is made within 
Germany, would not place the applicant in a superior position in an 
industry to that which he occupied in 1939, and would not violate the 
level of industry plan ; 

(c) where the refusal to permit the sale, mortgage or loan would 
result in a financial loss to the property owner ; e.g., from taxation of 
destroyed real estate, or from deterioration or decay which the non- 
resident owner is not in a position to prevent. 

Special licences under Military Government Laws 52 and 53 to 
engage in such transactions will be required in each case. Applica- 
tions for such licences may be made to the Landeszentralbank of the 
land in which the property is situated. No reference to Military 
Government will be necessary. 


Argentine Double Taxation 


THE United Kingdom and Argentine Governments have concluded a 
reciprocal agreement for the relief of double taxation of profits derived 
from the business of shipping and air transport. 

The text of the agreement will be published shortly.

Congo importers will order their requirements via Antwerp, where 
special packaging can be obtained.

Indian Tariff Board Report 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Dehli hy 

forwarded a copy of a Resolution published in the Gazette of India 
Extraordinary of April 2, 1949, giving the Government of India’s 
decisions on the report of the Tariff Board on the question of con. 
tinuance of protection for the bicycle industry :— 


Bicycle Industry No. 7 (1)—T.B. (49) 


The protection granted for the bicycle industry was due to lapse by 
the end of March 1949. In the light of various representation 
received the Government of India requested the Tariff Board 
investigate and advise Government as to whether the protection shouli 
be continued or not and if it is to be continued as to the modification, 
if any, in the quantum of protection that would be necessary. 


The Board having considered the matter has submitted its Report to 
Government and has made the following recommendations :— 


(i) The present duty of 24 per cent. ad valorem on British bicycle 
should be raised to 60 per cent. ad valorem. 


(ii) The same rate of duty as on bicycles should be levied on bicyck 
parts and accessories. 


(iii) In order to maintain the existing margin of preference under 
the Indo-British Trade Agreement, 1939, the corresponding duty a 
imports from countries other than the United Kingdom would wot 
out to 72 per cent. ad valorem. 


(iv) The proposed measure of protection should remain in force for 
a period of three years ending March 31, 1952. 


(v) There are a few small units in Calcutta and East Punjab mate 
facturing bicycle parts and accessories. ‘The East Punjab and Wet 
Bengal Governments should make an early survey of the conditions d 
these small units in their areas and, in co-operation with the Govem 
ment of India as well as with the bigger units of the industry, arrait 
for technical supervision and supplies of gauges, raw mate 
machinery to these small units. 

(vi) Government should give facilities to the bicycle mansietes 
for importing the component parts, such as free-wheels, chains 
ball bearings which are not manufactured in India.

HIS MAJESTY’S CONSUL GENERAL at Tegucigalpa has reported 


the following modifications to the Honduranean Customs Tariff :— 

(a) By Government Decree No. 102, promulgated on March 10, 
1949, the duty on paint in the form of powder, ordinary, not denomi- 
nated (Item No. 2080), has been increased from Lps. 0-16 to Lps. 0-30 
per kilo gross as from March 20, 1949. 

(b) By Government Decree No. 107, promulgated on March 10, 
1949, the following new item has been added to the Customs Tariff :-— 

2796-A. Colouring materials and pigments in powder, except 
anilines, chemically pure, used exclusively in the manufacture of 
cement blocks, tiles and all kinds of ornamental objects of cement— 
Lps. 0-16 per kilo gross. 

Both decrees appeared in Official Gazette No. 13,762, dated March 
24, 1949, the latter decree coming into force on March 18, 1949. 

(c) By Government Decree No. 120, promulgated on March 17, 
1949, and appearing in the Official Gazette No. 13,767, dated March 
30, 1949, the following new item has been added to the Customs Tariff, 
to be effective as from the date of publication, that is, March 30, 
1949 :— 

1175-A. Printed or lithographed labels with lettering or vignette 
unembossed, to be used on tins containing products, such as fruit, 
vegetables, meat and other similar, canned in the country by manu- 
facturers and ordered by them for their exclusive use—Lps. 0-22 per 
kilo gross. 


Cuba 
Stamp Tax on Textiles 


HIS MAJESTY’S REPRESENTATIVE at Havana has forwarded 
a translation of Cuban Decree No. 1093 of March 25, 1949, published 
in the Official Gazette on April 5, 1949, establishing a stamp tax of 
6 per cent. ad val. on textiles, whether imported or locally manu- 
factured. The income accruing from this source, once the cost of 
printing the revenue stamps has been recovered, will be used to 
subsidize the Cuban textile industry and its unemployed workers. 

The Decree will come into force on a date to be fixed by the Cuban 
Minister of Finance.
